Furniture. — M. & H. Schrenkeisen 
have in their 6tock of parlor and drawing- 
room furniture, a great variety of woods 
which they feel will be among the leading 
styles of the coming season. The plain and 
ordinary mahogany is still used, and that 
from San Domingo or from Cuba is made up 
in considerable quantities. Walnut remains 
very expensive, and is preferred by a great 
many for general furnishing. There is cer- 
tainly something to be explained in the high 
price of mahogany, a wood that is more plenti- 
ful than almost any other, can be had in 
large quantities, and yet it is held at a figure 
that places it upon the same plane as a rare 
wood. However, be this as it may, the 
fashionable world makes no objection to the 
price, and it is in favor. Satinwood is used, 
perhaps more than ever, and ebonized cherry 
frames are displacing the genuine ebony. 
Butternut, looking like oak, is employed in 
framing, and carves handsomely. Manila 
from the East Indies is likewise a favorite, 
and while being almost as handsome as ma- 
hogany, is much cheaper. Ash and bird's 
eye maple are naturally about where they 
always were. Some hall chairs upholstered 
in rich tapestry are very rich and hand- 
some in appearance, and are said to be taking 
the place of leather. Diamond shaped tables 
with delicate brass rails about them, others 
again whose corners fold up and make a 
round or square top, are among the novelties. 

"Wall Paper.— Bartholomae & Co. say 
that the ecru shade is most popular still, and 
they are selling more of that than of any one 
color. The designs have followed the fashion 
in tapestries and hangings, and substituted 
for the fine, intricate or continuous patterns, 
a desire for the unique, the odd, the queer. 
All kinds of strange figures, animals, birds 
or scrolls, exaggerated and monstrous concep- 
tions, the fabulous and the grotesque, a sur- 
charge and burlesque of the wildest idea of 
the craziest of Renaissance artists. That's 
the sort of thing, according to the best re- 
ports we can get at, that is to prevail in the 
fashionable world for this season. Gold and 
bronze and silvered effects are discarded by 
"society," although that particular element 
in our midst that strives after the greatest 
display for the least possible expenditure of 
cash, is steadfast in its regard for tinsel and 
gilt in wall-paper. 

Decorations.— Mr. H. Edgar Hartwell 
thinks that metalic decoration of hangings 
will grow into popular favor, and if the gold 
and silver, or whatever may be their substi- 
tute, is displayed in a judicious manner, sub- 
dued and robbed of its tendency to the 
bizem-e, the effects that can be wrought will 
indeed be most attractive. Figures in these 
materials are, of course, kept within a moderate 
scope, and the metal is employed rather to 
jewel the ornamentation proper than to con- 
stitute any distinct pattern of its own. Some 
of Mr. Hart well's furniture shows brass 
decoration profusely displayed, and ebony or 
ebonized wood is one of the prevailing ma- 
terials, dividing the honors about equally with 
mahogany. Crackle glass, judging from the 
amount of it in this establishment, must be a 
favorite beyond the plain stained glass, and 
that, too, for large surfaces. 

Furniture Leather. Chas. H. Walker 
& Co. have prepared for the decorative leather 
demand of the season, a variety of designs 
that are unique and attractive. The heavily 
embossed patterns profusely ornamented with 
gold and silver, are not in general demand. 
Intricate figures, squares, diamonds, rings 
and scrolls are more desirable and borders are 
very handsome, formed of classical or mytho- 
logical subjects. These figures are generally 
stamped or embossed in the plain leather, 
with no other coloring than that natural to 
the material itself. Square pieces for the 
centre of circular tables and elaborate backs 
for chairs, are the especial field for new work. 
A leather cabinet is handsome and rather un- 
usual. 

Mattings. --Valter Scott & Co., pre- 
paring for the matting season, have found 
many very attractive and rather original de- 
signs among their importations. A matting 
with a very delicately colored straw running 
through it, showing at an occasional spot 
here and there over the white ground, is an 
improvement upon the old-fashioned matting 
pattern. The ordinary checker-board design 
is elaborated also, and diamond and cross- 
shaped figures are plentiful. Colors also are 
much improved, being of a wider variety and 
brighter.

Furniture.— Herts Brothers show many 
rich upholsteries for handsome furniture. 
Tapestries are among the very richest of such 
materials, and are fully as expensive as they 
are beautiful. The real article from France, 
Italy or Spain is shown, and it is not won- 
dered at, after seeing some of them, that the 
figures placed upon them are exorbitant and 
extreme. Some beautiful tapestries are made 
in Nimes, in Southern France, aud much of 
the silk or satin damask comes from Lyons. 
Silk valours are very fashionable in drawing- 
rooms, and consequently are used more than 
any other one material. Rugs are not very 
popular as coverings, being so readily imitated 
in the cheaper goods, and they have not re- 
mained as lasting, fashionably, as other mate- 
rials. Leather has disappeared entirely from 
libraries, and been replaced by tapestries, 
plush and silk. The usual elaborate display of 
fancy furniture is found here, and among it 
many novelties in the furnishing line. A 
dwarf book case about four feet tall, has a 
narrow drawer at the top and four shelves pro- 
tected by a curtain suspended by rings upon 
a brass bar attached immediately beneath the 
drawer.
